Australia has frankly abandoned 
the gold standard. We attempt to 
cling to it. 

“Now, Australia two years ago 
was in much worse Shape than Can¬ 
ada. But hot long agb7”J. M. Keynes, 
outstanding economist of England, 
gave it as his opiniort that Australia 
in an econo'mic and financial sense, 
nas rounded the corner in the last 
six months. The price which her pro 
ducers are getting in their domestic 
currency, he considered not so des¬ 
perately out of line with the costs of 
production and debts. 

“The inference seems clear that 
thi3 might prove a way out for Can¬ 
ada. 

“It should be mentioned as another 
recovery step in Australia that legis¬ 
lation was passed to reduce the rate 
of interest on existing debts 22 per 
cent, of the stated rate (a reduction 
of almost one quarter in interest 
charges). 

The British Pound 

“If Canada would take action to 
make the British pound worth its old 
parity of $4.87, instead of the pres¬ 
ent sum which fluctuates below $4.00, 
our 34 cts. wheat would be worth to

Mr. George Coote, M. P. was a 
visitor here recently and in an inter¬ 
view with The Advocate, he pre¬ 
sented a point of view, which com¬ 
mends itself to the attention of 
wheat growers of the Canadian West 
He said: 

“Everyone is discussing the price 
of wheat, but the general attitude is 
that our ridiculous Canadian prices 
are inevitable, that nothing can be 
dong. 

Is it necessary that We should en¬ 
dure the ill effects of 34 cent wheat? 
In Australia wheat is bringing grow¬ 
ers either 64 cts. to 60 cts. (depend¬ 
ing on the distance from the. sea¬ 
board) on the same day that our far 
mers in this area of Canada get 34 
cts. In addition Australians get a 
bonus of 9 .cts. on every bushel. Can¬ 
adian wheat is superior to Austral¬ 
ian, is sold on the same * markets, yet 
It commands only 34 cts. as compar¬ 
ed with at least 64 cts. in Australia. 
Why?

Frequently the medical profession, like other profes 


sions, is assaulted on the ground of slow advancement. 
The layman fails to realize the wonderful advances and 
discoveries, within the last century or within the last few 
years. A doctor Writing in the Readers’ Digest, brings 
this graphically to attention by going back through his 
own family history to his great great grandfather, with 
each generation going into the medical profession. He 
describes the medical scope of each period: 

"My great-great-grandfather was a doctor of a sort, 
but he never went to a medical school. He was a black¬ 
smith who pulled teeth and bled people. My great¬ 
grandfather was a doctor and graduated from a Class A 
school in 1821. He bled, be blistered, and he puked and 
he purged—and this was'about his armamentarium. He 
didn’t -even have ether or chloroform. 

“My grandfather was a doctor and graduated from a 
Class A school in 1857.- Bacteria were unknown. His 
appendicitis patients died of "cramp colic and locked 
bowels.” He didn’t know that tuberculosis was communi-

John Dafoe, speaking at the National Exhibition, said: 
“We squeezed through the previous depressions' because 
most of the people were on the farms. The farmer can 
get by. He has his house, he can dig his own food, and 
he has a job. Under present conditions he can declare a 
moratorium, and that is very much what he has done.”

When he squeezes through, he carries a great train 
of others with him. He is at the head of the procession. 
He sets the pace, and in some respects is better off than 
those dependent upon him.

YOUR GRAIN 


Class A school in 1884. Diphtheria was rampant and 
deadly and so was typhoid fever. He did not have vac-' 
cines for them, nor thyroid extract nor adrenalin, nor pit- 
uitrin. Blood transfusion was unknown. He didn’t even 
have an x-ray. Radium had not been discovered. He 
did not have local anasthetic. He could not even take a 
blood pressure. Pathological and clinical microscopy were 
just beginning. He didn’t know that yellow fever was 
transmitted by mosquitoes, nor had he heard of hook¬ 
worms. 

"I am a doctor and graduated from a Class A school 
in 1920. I did not even have insulin for diabetes,nor liver 
extract for pernicious anemia, nor scarlet fever serum, 
nor the malarial treatment for paresis, nor a host of oth¬ 
er things. Insulin and liver extract, for instance, are 
both veritable epics in man’s struggle against disease. 
The public, fed on mass production, wants an epic a week 
at least. 

“Just give us time. And remember that 300 years ago 
we did not even know that blood circulated!” 


It is cheering to read that in 1932 he will “squeeze 
through” with a higher revenue from farm products than 
in 1931. Last year the value of all agricultural commodi¬ 
ties was given as 147 million. This year’s estimate is 
153 million. This makes no allowance for any price im¬ 
provements, although it probably has made no allowance 
for any serious wheat decline. 

Marketing records show that the total sum realized to 
date this year on beef; sheep and hogs is 65 per cent, of 
the 1931 figure. On this basis, without anticipating im¬ 
provement in beef or hog prices will bring the farm ani¬ 
mal production to 16 million. 

Despite discouraging prices of dairy products, it is 
found that this industry will be worth at least 12 million 
to the province, not reckoning any advance in price. 

Poultry and poultry products will bring at least eight 
million. 

To these figures is added the main asset the wheat crop 
which is estimated at $116,000,000, together wi^h all oth¬ 
er field crops. The fluctuating pri c e of wheat renders the 
wheat estimates less reliable’ than any other. But it 
seems incredible that this product should decline further. 

If figures carry any security, these would indicate that 
the province is developing the are of squeezing througn 
to a fine point. And relatively it is better off, both indi¬ 
vidually and as a whole, than the other Western prov¬ 
inces.

of teachers, is unnecessary and out of keeping with ti 
ordinary habits of living. Others in the district are earn¬ 
ing and getting wages, and there is no more vitally im¬ 
portant wage earner than the teacher. Therefore every 
effort must be made to pay the teacher for her services. 
Otherwise schools will close. 

It is realized that in times of economic stress schools 
usually have a larger attendance, than at times when 
outside work is easily obtained. It is much better that 
children attend school where regular training and disci¬ 
pline is maintained, than that they be out of school and 
idle. In times such as these, the maintenance of school 
facilities is doubly important. The closing of a school, 
means not only the loss of school work, but a slackening 
in regular disciplined habits amongst impressionable 
children. 

There has been some criticism of the cost of second¬ 
ary education. One suggestion is that a certain propor¬ 
tion of the cost of High School education should be borne 
by the parents of children directly benefitting, town resi¬ 
dents included in this. Such a

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move might tend to 
“steady” a number of students who do not take the priv¬ 
ileges of secondary education as seriously as they might 
it would, under normal circumstances, weed out many 
who are by no means adapted to the sedentary training 
of High School, and who gain no great benefit. Such 
students occupy much of the teacher’s time which might 
more profitably .be spent on the studious pupils. If em¬ 
ployment conditions were normal, it might in some ways 
be a good plan to charge certain High School fees. Then 
the student who had no particular objective in going to 
High School would turn to other lines of work. 

However, under present conditions when no employ¬ 
ment is available to young people of High School age, it 
seems the worst possible time’to restrict school facilities. 
Such a move would only throw ’teen age children on the 
streets without occupation. 

It is unfortunate that the time when all school doors 
should be thrown open the widest, is the time when rate¬ 
payers are least able to keep the schools open at all. 


PATERNALISM 


The term “paternalism” has lately taken on a new 
angle. It has come to be used as a word of reproach, in¬ 
dicating government services that are pampering the or¬ 
dinary people. Quite frequently those in high places 
have referred to the “softening” effect of too much pa- 
teranlism exercised on behalf qf the masses of people. 
The intimation is that education, hospitalization, old age 
pensions, debt adjustments, unemployment relief, etc., are 
expensive luxuries, robbing the backbone of the country 
of their good old stamina. 

This is a line of argument which has received consider¬ 
ably prominence. The Red Deer Advocate, however, steps 
out bravely with other instances of paternalism quite as 
expensive and no more justifiable—but much less fre¬ 
quently mentioned. The Advocate says: 

“Paternalism began generations, yes, centuries ago, 
and it has built up the order of society which is under 
such fierce attack today. It is' something more than pub¬ 
lic education, something more than service to theSaged, 
the unfortunate, the defective, the unemployed, some¬ 
thing more than the development of the country in trans¬ 
portation. The protective tariff, and Canada has today 
the highest* tariff it ever carried, Is one of the main 
paternalistic features of our government. With the fixing 
of prices by trade-agreements, mergers, and by other

ALMOST GIVING 
PRODUCTS AWAY 

Toronto Star Gives Instances of Ex¬ 
ploitation of Farm Products in 
Relation to Others 

It was recorded in a recent issue 
that a farmer in Grey county had an 
eleven-hundred-pound cow which he 
wanted to sell and a drover offered 
him $2 for it. He decided to ship her 
to the Toronto market, where she 
• was valued at a cent per pound, and 
when expanses were paid he received 
$5.12 for the animal. The drover’s 
i offer was a joke, but the actual re¬ 
turn received was little better. 

A farmer in Perth county needed 
a new plow and got one for $18.50. 
Three years ago it would have cost 
$21. According to the Stratford 
Beacon-Herald the farmer did some 
figuring. The milk from his farm 
goes each day to the factory and re¬ 
ceives 60 cents per hundred. . Three 
years • ago it was about $1.50. As 
the farmer figured it out he received 
a 12 per cent, reduction on the price 
of the- plow he bought and suffered a 
66 2-3 reduction on the price of the 
milk he sold. Or when the price of 
the plow was $21 three years ago he 
could have paid for it with 1,400 
pounds of milk. Now, with the plow 
reduced to $18.50, he has to give 
3,700 pounds of milk to pay for it. 

The prices of what the farmer 
buys have not come down anything 

I like as much as the prices of every¬ 
thing the farmey has to sell.

In Effort to Obtain Better Price, 

Will Not Sell L'nleas Necessary 

The Alberta Wheat Pool, according 
to a Canadian press despatch in the 
Lethbridge Herald, anhouncts that 
Alberta farmers will sell only as 
much wheat as is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to pay debts. 

There -will be as little marketing 
as possible until prices rise. The 
present price of 32 cent* is* inade¬ 
quate and although no formal 
“strike” has been declared, few will 
sell who are not absolutely obliged 
to do so. 

One obstacle to indefinite holding 
is insufficient storage facilities. 

Coincident with this stand, comes 
the report that there i^. a big de¬ 
mand for lumber on the part of far¬ 
mers. They are building more stor¬ 
age space. 

It is generally supposed that Man¬ 
itoba and Saskatchewan will be fol¬ 
lowing suit, and will also hold their 
grain. 

Not Necessary Canada

us 48 cts. or 70 cts. Ft. William. If 
our currency were on a par with 
Australia’s it would add still 'anoth¬ 
er 11 cts. to our wheat. 

Nothing to Prevent 
“There is nothing to prevent Canada 
making the pound sterling worth 
$4.87. Its benefit would be obvious 
in all commodities Which are on an 
export basis. 

A Great Release 

“Such action would increase the 
price of wheat, cattle and hogs by 20 
per cent. On a . conservative esti¬ 
mate, it would add .$3,000,000 to the 
value of the wheat c l '°P of the .Leth¬ 
bridge division. This would mean 
tax paying and purchasing power in 
the hands of' every farmer, more 
shoes, sweaters and underwear for 
the school children, more business 
for the storekeepers, more employ¬ 
ment in both rural and urban com¬ 
munities, and it would mean that less 
unemployment relief would have to 
be handed out by municipalities and 
governments. 

Argument Against 

“The main argument against mak¬ 
ing the pound sterling worth $4.87, is 
the additional interest which would 
have to be paid . by governments to 
New York. This would react partic¬ 
ularly against provincial govern¬ 
ments. But consider the relative ad¬ 
vantage. Saskatchewan wheat crop 
this year is such that about 170 mil¬ 
lion bushels will be for export. If 
our currency were at par with the 
British, it would add 20 million dol¬ 
lars to the valde of the Saskatche¬ 
wan crop. Twenty million extra 
dollars to warm the outlook for in- 
an added cost to the government in 
interest charges of almost one mil¬ 
lion. It would mean 16 million more 
dollars in circulation in Alberta, and 
4 million, in Manitoba. 

For every one dollar of increase in 
New- -York interest payments, it 
would mean at least $10.00 ex$ra in 
the pockets of the farmers, to pay 
taxes’ - Would not the increase in 
circulating money—40 million extra 
dollars circulating through the West 
—more than balance the added in¬ 
terest and make it easier to pay? 

“While Canadian farmers are re¬ 
ceiving less than production costs 
and drifting toward Ijankruptcy, our 
competitors are entering the same 
markets as we do, with their curren¬ 
cy at least on a par with the British 
pound. The pound is worth as much 
to our Argentine competitors as it is 
in Australia. It is at par in Den- 
dividual farmers. But it would mean 
mark. 

“How can Canadians expect to cap 
ture and receive full benefit from the 
export market when the pound ster¬ 
ling is worth here $3.85 and is worth 
to our competitors, Denmark, Argen¬ 
tine, Australia and New Zealand, 
anywhere from five to six dollars? 

"Because of exchange situation, 
Australia has disposed of practically 
all her last crop, and on July 31 had 
only 17 million for export, while 
Canada entered this season with 139 
million carryover. 

“And in answer to the warning of 
financiers that the cost of living 
would rise if we followed Australia's 
example, it may be remarked that on 
the same day that Australian wheat 
was quoted at from 54 to 60 cts. 
flour sold there at $1.70 cwt. In Can¬ 
ada on the same day it sold in Win¬ 
nipeg at $2.16 per cwt.—better flour 
made from much cheaper wheat 

“Canada’s monetary policy is re¬ 
sulting in low commodity prices and 
high interest rates, which are bank¬ 
rupting producers, creating unem* 
ployment and demoralizing business 
generally. And this policy is not 
necessary.”

Profitable Trade Treaties for Pa»t 
Centuries 

If England gives Canadian wheat 
a preference of six cents a bushel, 
apples 86c a barrel, lumber ten per 
cent., copper four cents a pound, and 
so on, there is no doubt in the world 
buF what the Englishman demanded 
puj! for these preferences. We do 
not know as yet what his demands 
are. But the Englishman has been 
making trade treaties for centuries 
and making money out of them and 
chances are he thinks that this con- | 
ference treaty is to his advantage or 
he would not have made it. They 
have been longer in the game than 
we have, and the Englishman him¬ 
self does not claim to be a philan¬ 
thropist. 

GENERAL NEWS 

Already two million bushels of 
grain ha^e been exported from Fort 
Churchill. 

* Only 29 families in Alberta so far 
have beeh approved for relief under 
the government land settlement 
scheme. In Nova Scotia there are 
117 approved families; in Ontario 
87; in Manitoba 126; in Saskatche¬ 
wan 296; B.C. has not yet made any 
statement.
